it hath appeared, by Reports made to the Preamble: 
KING’s most Excellent Majesty, from the Commissioners 
appointed by His Majesty, upon an address of the Knights Citizens 
and Burgesses in Parliament assembled, to inquire into the duties 
5 and emoluments of the officers, clerks, and ministers of Justice in 
all temporal and ecclesiastical courts in Ireland , that the several 
ministerial officers of His Majesty’s high court of Chancery in 
Ireland, require regulations, for ensuring the more easy cheap and 
expeditious administration of justice in the said court; and 
10 whereas some of such regulations may be carried into effect by 
general orders of the said court, but certain other regulations are 
required, which cannot be carried into effect without the aid of 
Parliament : 

And whereas it is expedient that the Fees to be taken by the 
15 Lord High Chancellor of Ireland , or the Lord Keeper, or the 
Commissioners for the custody of the great seal, and by the several 
officers of the said Court, should be ascertained and regulated by 
law ; 

May it therefore please Your MAJESTY,

the said Tables, and all directions matters and things contained 
therein, shall be taken as part of this Act to all intents and 
purposes whatsoever.
